It tended to increase specu­ 
lation. He was informed that 75 per 
cent of these funds was used in stock 
speculation and not in legitimate busi­ 
ness. He urged the finance committee 
to advise some method of reform. 
Mr. Hoar (rep., Mass.) agreed with 
Mr. Teller that a reform was necessary. 
Since the national bank jaw went into 
force the practice had grown up of 
having outside banks deposit their re­ 
serve funds in the large cities in order 
to get the interest. It prevented the 
former reciprocity of interest between 
the local borrowers and the local banks.

Against the Metric System. 
Washington, April 9.—The bill to 
adopt the metric system of weights and 
measures was sent back to the house 
Wednesday to the committee on coin­ 
age, weights and measures for further 
consideration. 
On the first vote it had 
a majority of two, but the opposition 
was aggressive and after a series of 
votes it was recommitted, 130-59. The 
remainder of the day was devoted to 
debate on the bill to exempt sailing 
vessels engaged in the coastwise trade 
from compulsory pilotage laws with the 
understanding that a vote should be 
taken at 2 o’clock today. 
The confer­ 
ence report on the agricultural appro­ 
priation bill was adopted. 


To Prosecute Sugar Men. 
Washington, April 9.—The govern­ 
ment will push the prosecution of the 
witnesses indicted for contumacy in re­ 
fusing to answer questions of the senate 
sugar trust investigating committee 
two years ago. 
The principal defend­ 
ants are President Havemeyer and Sec­ 
retary and Treasurer Searles of the 
American Sugar Refining company, 
were I Broker W. J. McCartney of Washington 
building up two huge corporations— 
one the money-borrowers and the other 
the money-lenders. In case of panic 
the whole structure would tremble as 
though a nerve had been touched. In 
his opinion the banking law should be 
amended so as to prevent the payment 
of interest on reserve deposits in all 
cases. 
Mr. Morrill, chairman of the finance 
committee, said both the senators were 
mistaken, as banks of standing did not 
pay interest on reserve deposits.

Sherman to give notice that he would 
ask at an early day to take up the 
treaty providing for a commission to 
consider the Bering sea seizure claims 
Owing to the absence of Senator Mor­ 
gan the treaty was not pressed and if 
the senator is able to attend soon con 
sideration will be deferred. 
Senator 
Morgan is reported much better. Sen­ 
ator Sherman, appearing for the for­ 
eign relations committee, said it was 
desirable to have the treaty disposed of 
as soon as possible. 


AMENDED THE BILL. 


Ko Aid for Ecclesiastical Institutions in 
District of Columbia. 
Washington, April 9.—The District of 
Columbia appropriation bill, which was 
recommitted to the committee by the 
house on account of the aid carried by 
it to charitable institutions, has been 
considered by that committee and re­ 
modeled so far as it applied to private 
institutions. All of the items for pri­ 
vate 
and 
semi-private 
institutions 
which have heretofore depended largely 
upon the government for support were 
stricken from the bill. 
In place of 
these appropriations a lump sum of 
$94,700, equal to the total of the vari­ 
ous items, is added for the relief and 
care of the poor and such charitable 
and reformatory work as has hereto­ 
fore been provided for by direct ap­ 
propriations, to be expended by tfte dis­ 
trict commissioners, either under con­ 
tract or by employing the public in­ 
stitutions of the district. Contracts are

To Abolish Sub-Stations. 
Washington, April 9.—The amend­ 
ment attached to the postoffice appro­ 
priation bill in the senate prohibiting 
the establishment or maintenance of 
stations, sub-stations and branch post- 
offices beyond the corporate limits of a 
city or town in which the principal 
office to which it is attached is located, 
if agreed to by the house, will cause 
all such offices to be abolished by the 
department at the close of the present 
fiscal year, and will throw most of 
them back into the fourth class.

Washington, April 9.—The house 
committee on the judiciary has com 
pleted its work upon the bankruptcy 
bill and decided to report the bill to 
the house this week. The measure is 
based upon the old Torrey bill, which 
has been before congress for se Vera 
years.

Without President’s Approval. 
Washington, April 9.—The act orig 
inating in the senate to authorize the 
leasing of lands for educational pur 
poses in Arizona has become a law with 
out the president’s approval. 


Springfield, 111., April 9.—Over 700 
representatives of the prohibition party 
of Illinois, in convention assembled

DEADLY BOILER EXPLOSION. 


Two Employes Killed and Four Other! 
B adly Injured. 
Newville, Pa., April 9.—An explo­ 
sion at the saw mill of Dennis Boyd, 
situated nine miles north of this place, 
on Wednesday resulted in the death of 
two men and the injury of four other 
persons, two of them girls. The dead 
and wounded are: 
John Boyd, 35 years of age, son of 
Dennis Boyd, the proprietor of the mill. 
George Oiler, 22 years of age, son of 
Andrew Oiler. 
Andrew Oiler, a veteran of the late 
war; lost the sight of one eye and had 
his arm broken. 
Two of Oiler’s 
daughters and 
a 
younger son were also badly hurt. 
The explosion occurred immediately 
after the men had finished their din­ 
ners. The men, with a number of other 
employes of the mill, were sitting in 
front of the huge boiler, while several 
workmen were engaged in repairing a 
belt Suddenly and without any warn 
ing the boiler blew up, wTecking a part 
of the building and instantly killing 
young Boyd and injuring young Oiler 
so badly that he died within a few 
minutes. The other men and the young 
children were hit with fragments of the 
boiler and wreckage from the building. 
The elder Oiler was struck in the head 
with a large piece of the iron, which 
destroyed his eyesight and broke his 
arm. The cause of the explosion is 
unknown.

Two Conventions in Oregon. 
Portland, Ore., April 9.—Both the re­ 
publican and democratic state conven­ 
tions meet in this city today for the 
purpose of electing delegates to the na­ 
tional convention, nominating the pres­ 
idential electors and a justice of the Su­ 
preme court.

82 in the shade, and the prospects are 
that by I p. rn. it w ill be 85 or 90; so 
w e sit here reading the papers, gossip­ 
ping w ith the boarders, telling fish 
stories, Ac. 
I just stopped' writing a 
few minutes to enjoy a call on us by 
Mrs. Frank Jackson, who lives here. 
Her husband Is a son of A. A. Jack­ 
son. 
He is a minister of the Congre­ 
gationalist persuasion. 
His w ife was 
youngest daughter of Mrs. Little, for­ 
merly of the Institute for the Blina. 
Well, friend W illiams, I think I have 
written all that you w ill care to wade 
through, and w ill close by saying that 
we are well as usual, od joy our rations, 
and sleep well.
